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JAPAN. 

Notwithstanding the agreement entered into by Japanese 
officials to pay the first instalment of the indemnity on June 
18th, the day opened and passed without the payment or even 
so much as any apologetic or other message to Colonel Neale 
from the Japanese Ministers. Indeed, on the night of June 
17th the Governor of Yokohama stated that he had received a 
letter from the Tycoon commanding him not to pay the money, 
because it was impossible for the Gorogio to communicate with 
officers of inferior rank. The Tycoon had every iutention to 
pay the money, but if he did so he would lose his life. The 
Tycoon was the friend, and the Mikado the enemy, of the 
foreigners ; the latter had forbidden the Tycoon to pay, and the 
latter had been compelled to obey, or lose his position. The 
news, too, he affirmed, had spread among the people, ‘who 
stoutly opposed the payment. This open and flagrant breach of 
faith was not to be tolerated, and Her Majesty's Charge d’Affaires 
resolved thencoforth to have no transactions on the subject with 
the native envoys, and after duly notifying the foreign commu- 
nities of Yokobama and Nagasaki of the circumstance, placed 
the settlement of the business in the hands of Admiral Kuper 
The Admiral thereupon notified his intention to commence 
hostilities in eight days, and advised those nmong the foreign 
residents who had wives and families to have them removed if 
they intended themselves to abide the issue of eventa, Admiral 
Jaurez proffered his co-operation, and undertook to defend 
the foreign settlement. Preparations began in earnest, 
and continued until the night of June 23rd and June 


.| 24th ; when about midnight the Japanese officers, not 
;| having access to Colonel Neale, went to the French 


Minister’s quarters and sought an interview. Tho French 
Minister thought best to accede to the request, and was 
requested to communicate the fact to Her Majesty's. Chargé 
d’Affaires, which he did ; but Colonel Neale sent as a reply 
_|that, as the Japanese had suffered matters to go so far, the 
“|whole sum must now be paid at once, in 440,000 Mexican 
dollars, to be delivered at seven the next morning. At that 
period, accordiugly, payment began, aud was being continued 
when the mail left. At the same time the Japanese Ministers 
informed the different representatives of foreign Powers that 
the Tycoon, then at Miako, had instructed them to obey the 
Mikado’s orders to expel foreigners and close the ports; not- 
withstanding, the Tycoon’s officers expressed themselves willing 
to enter into negotiations on the subject; but the foreign 
Ministers, for obvious reasons, declined to discuss the matter, 
and announced that they would refer it to their separate 
Governments. TheJapanese officials thereupon requested that 
foreigners would hold their settlements by their own military 
forces, a proposal evidently intended to shut them up 
effectually within certain limits, and contract to the nar- 
rowest point their intercourse with Japan; the remaiving 
portion of the reparation being left to Admiral Kuper 
to secure—namely, the trial and capital punishment of 
Mr. Richardson’s murderers, The Admiral Kuper was accord- 
ingly about to proczed to some part of Prince Satsuma’s 
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— 
dominions, under the instructions of the British Minister, who 
found himself, by accepting the plea of the Tycoon’s inability 
to compel the acquiescence of the Prince of Satsuma from ob- 
taining satisfaction. The Prince’s castle at Kagosima, near Cape 
Chikakoff, was open to attack, or the Loo-Choo Islands might 
be occupied, and their revenues, which belong to Prince 
Satsuma, might be attached. The Tycoon had been informed 
of the intention of the British Minister to undertake tho task 
himself of bringing the Prince of Satsuma to terms, and the 
Tycoon had sent a letter of warning to the Prince, which is re- 
ported to have advised compliance. On June 20th a meeting 
‘of British residents was convened at the Consulate by Dr. Win- 
chester, H.B.M. Consul, who desired to communicate to them the 
course of events ; he stated that as far asthe most solemn written 
obligations could afford any indication, the peaceful settlement 
of affairs might have been reasonably anticipated, but that it was 
then uscless cither to excite or depress their hopes of a peace- 
ful issuc. On that day the following despatch had been 
received by him from Her Majesty’s Charge d’Affaires :— 
« Yoxomasta, June 20, 

“Srr,—I have to instruct you to adopt as early as possible such 
measures as may be most effectual to make known to the British com- 
munity and to your colleagues the Consuls of foreign States 
the present situation of affairs in regard to the subject of the 
British demands upon the Japanese Government. The patience and 
moderation which I have exercised in my communications with the 
‘Tycoon's Government, in the earnest desire of bringing about a peaceful 
‘settlement of the avowedly just demands for reparation preferred by Her 
Majesty's Government, are well known and sufficiently manifest. At the 
most recent date (the 18th inst.) those objects which I had in view were 
‘on the very eve of being happily accomplished. ‘The Japanese Govern- 
ment, through its envoys, had, after innumerable difficulties, solemnly and 
unreservedly entered into a written engagement with me to pay the 
pecuniary demands at short specified intervals, the payment to 

ve 





e been made on the date above referred to. That day 
hhas been reached and is passed, and the Japanese rs have 
flagrantly, unequivocally, and designedly broken their faith. In 


the most unjustifiable ‘and audacious manner the Tycoon’s Go- 
vernment now seeks to reopen negotiations previous to accomplishing 
their solemn assent to the settlement of the pecuniary portion of 
the demands, and openly declare their intention to withhold all payments, 
thus most effectually extinguishing all remaining faith in even their most 
solemn engagements. As Her Majesty's representative, I have now, there- 
fore, to declare that the utmost li of my patience (consistently exerted 
and directed to exact the reparation sought by peaceful means, and which 
Thad good reason to hope had been successfully exercised) is now ex- 
hausted. Her Majesty's eubjects and your colleagues the Consuls of 
foreign States have, during a period of ten weeks, been at intervals in 
formed that the adoption of coercive measures was an impending contin- 
gency, though the probability or otherwise of their occurrence was 
alternately sironger or feebler as matters progressed. On my part, I have 
not failed urgently to advise through yourself British subjects and the 
foreign community generally to be prepared for the worst and most re- 
gretable emergency which could arise—namely, the necessity which might 
present itself (with a view to the security of their persons and pro- 
ty) of abandoning the open ports, while the Vice- Admiral Command- 
ing-in-Chief has as often and as consistently declared his inability to hold 
militarily the rettjement, if coercive measures were actually resorted to, 
effectually to enforce compliance with the demands. So long as a chance 
of honest though tardy action could be anticipated on the part of the 
Japanese Government, I have scrupulously deferred initiating hostilities 
by an appeal to force. But I now feel myself urgently called upon to 
leave the adoption of the only measures which the rulers of this country 
would appear to understand or appreciate—namely, those of coercion—to 
the Admiral into whose hands 1 will this day consign the solution of 
affaira. Thus, within a very short period the policy of expediency, invariably 
adopted by the Japanese Government, may possibly lead them to repair 
their broken faith by the actual payment of the indemnitics, and a more 
peaceful aspect of affairs may again present itself, or, onthe other hand, 
the Admiral may have deemed it advisable to profit by the circumstances 
to carry out some of the operations he may decide upon. Thus, also, Her 
Majesty's subjects and your colleagues will judge of the measures they may 
individually deem it practicable and expedient to adopt under all the cir- 
cumstances here most unreservedly and explicitly set forth. I need hardly 
add that I shall not fail immediately to concert with Admiral Kuper and 
Admiral Jaurez (whose frank and coidially proffered co-operation Iam 
assured of) respecting euch temporary measures for the safeguard of the 
community in this emergency as may be practicable.—I have, &c.,

cumstance to all British subjects and to the Consuls of foreign Powers 
with a view to,their immediately adopting such steps as they may think 
desirable for the security of their persons and property, the force at my 
disposal being adequate for the efficient protection of Yokohama, while 
carrying out the instructions of Her Majesty's Government in other parts 
of Japan. In order that the community may, have sufficient time to make 
arrangements for their personal security, I desire that you will inform them 
that unless called upon by any initiative act of ‘hostility on the part of the 
Japanese to maintain the dignity of the British flag, { vhall not take an 
hostile step until the expiration of eight days from this date, inclusive. 
have also to acquaint you that all the precautionary measures adopted 
some weeks since for the speedy relief af the foreign communit, 
the event of any sudden attack or disturbance will be continu 
during the interval mentioned, and subsequently, if possible, with the 
same vigilance as hitherto, and such additional assistance rendered as will 
be consistent with the duty of preserving the efficiency of Her Majesty's 
ships. Under the existing state of afairs, and the great probability of 
approaching strife and turmoil, L think it necessary to recommend most 
strongly, that all those of the community who ave wives and families at 
‘Yokohama should take the earliest opportunity of removing them, at any 
rate from the scene of danger, should they themselves determine upon.

At Nagasaki the Japanese had thrown up batteries which com- 
mand the port and the shipping, whether by the Tycoon’s 
orders or those of Satsuma is not exactly known, Au act of 
hostility had been perpetrated on the American steamer Pem- 
broke, while she was lying at anchor in the inland seas. Some 
Japanese Government vessels fired upon her, and struck her in 
several places, The Pembroke escaped by getting up steam and 
moving off ; her guus were lashed, and she made no attempt to 
use thera, all hands being busy getting the steamer under weigh. 

‘The traders were returning with their wives and families to 
Nagasaki; the soldiers of the Diamios and Government were 
leaving the place, and several of the foreign residents were 
living in their bungalows on the hills out of the settlement. 
The report that the steamer Shantung was totally wrecked 
about forty miles from Nagasaki proves to be correct. In 
addition to that disaster we learn that the small steamer Vankin, 
recently purchased by one of the native princes, has blown up, 
with fifty Japaueso. Tho American steamer Aumsing has been 
sold to the Prince of Itco-chu-zen for $135,000. 

The following passage from the original demands of the 
British Minister on the Tycoon’s Government, relating as it 
does to the anticipated measures which the Japanese might 
adopt when the time came to comply with or refuse our ulti- 
matum, is of special interest at this moment, looking to tho 
decree that had been issued relative to the expulsion of 
foreigners :— 


« Tt becomes, therefore, the imperative duty of the undersigned earnestly 
to warn the Japanese Ministers that the slightest molestation, injury, oF 
violence attempted to be ordered by Japanese authorities, the adherents of 
Daimios, or others to the persons or property of British subjects at the 
ports open to foreigners, during the continuance of these preliminary 
measures, chould they be rendered necessary, will alter the whole nature 
of the operations, and result in the immediate exercise of serious hostilities, 
the extent, duration, and consequences of which cannot be: foreseen ; but 
their whole weight and rexponsibility will rest with the Japanese Govern- 
ment and its advisers. The present demands of the British Government 
are sufficiently defined and explicit, as are also the first consequences of a. 
refusal to accede to them.” 


No loss or ruin to Japan is involved by the preliminary 
measures which are at present contemplated to awaken the 
Japanese Government to a due sense of its responsibilities, 
should it refuse or evade to comply with the reparation now 
peremptorily demanded, but a persistence in such refusal must 
necessarily lead to a very different and disastrous situation of 
affairs. The reparation demanded for the murders and 
murderous assaults committed upon British subjects was 
affixed by Her Majesty’s Government with a considerate regard 
for the difficult situation of the Japanese Government, and 
its political embarrassments. But the penalty imposed and tho 
measure of compensation demanded for the sufferers and their 
familics, now computed in thousands, will, if the Japanese 
Government continue to be advised, inevitably expand into 
millions to indemnify the cost of armaments which must be 
employed by Great Britain should all serious warnings fail to 
ensure the redress imperatively demanded for these unprovoked 
and flagrant outrages. Notwithstanding the evil designs of in- 
terested counsellors, the intelligent Ministers of the Tycoon are 
already aware that the sincere desire of Great Britain is to 
preserve peaceful relations of friendship and commerce with 
Japan; but it is of vital interest to Japan that the ‘Tyccon’s 
Government should be guided in its councils by the knowledge 














that Great Britain will not tolerate even a passive defiance of * 
its power, or modified refusal of its just demands.

PEKING.

SHANGHAI. 

The operations of the Angio-Chinese forces under Major 
Gordon are thus described in the Friend of India :— 

“From Major Gordon's head-quarters at or near Quinsan we hear little 
of areliable nature. There are cther active rebel renegades at Quinsan, 
it seems, besides General Ice Adong, and more especially one Ching, 
whose men —not a part of the foreign trained disciplined corps, be it re- 
membered - are spuken ofas the finest body of Chinese ever ranged under 
the Manchou flag. Hardly one of them but stands five feet nine in heixht 
—good for a China man. Well, Ching’s body, it is reported, grew en- 
vious of some laurels carried off by Major Lowden’s Company of dise= 

lined rifles, in an attack upon some stockades, and to show their fecling 
in the matter, planted gingalls, and gave their countrymen a salvo or two. 
Since that, at Major Gordon's instance, we conclude, Captain Gibbon, 
occasionally acting as Aide-de-Camp to the Commandant, has been ap- 
pointed to Civing’s staff, and will aid, no doubt, in keeping the spirit of 
the corps under better restraint in future.” 

“ To the vicinity of Nangking there has been a rebuff to the Taiping 
arms, and unless Sherard Osborn makes haste he will have little land 
work to do with his squadron of liberty crushers, for there is some pros- 
pect of Nanking being evacuated. ‘To comprehend the position, it is 

‘necessary to make a short review of events since the Taiping rebellion 
made head; and first we should premise of the Chinese as a peopie, that 
they are an eminently practical race. As aptly remarked by a writer in 

-:# Blackwood” recently—even Chinese Brigands do not live to rob, 
rob to live. Place the chance of their living in effecting robbery in any 
kind of doubt, and they cease to rob; they will starve rather than 
endeavour to solve the problem. And thus of the grcat body of ‘Taiping 
rebels, or rebels of any denomination over the empire, if the Manchou 
mandarins, by their venal practices and blood-sucking propensities, had 
not driven millions to a state of food-lacking, and utter despair of ob- 
taining literary honours and emoluments, we should have had no rebellion 
in China.” 


The' Pembroke, which arrived on July 4th, reports as follows :— 
The Pembroke was at anchor for the nightnear the straits at 
the western end of the Inland Sea, She passed a Japanese 
barque, European built, about 2pm. in the day, The barque 
was well armed, full of men, and with no ensign sct. ‘The 
Pembroke had her American ensign flying. After the Pembroke 
anchored, and at about 4 o’clock, the barque came down with 
a fair wind, with the Japanese man-of-war ensign flying. She 
passed the Pembroke and anchored between her and the straits, 
about a quarter of a mile off. When she was approaching, a gun 
was fired from a bluffabout 4 miles off, and the signal wasrepeated 
all along the coast. Nothing occurred in the evening, but, appa- 
rently, after dark, thebarquewarped up and got springson her cable, 
for when she opened fire, she was nearer and was broadside to 
the wind. She commenced firing on the Pembroke at a quarter 
before 1, aat. It was dark, but sho could,be seen plainly by 
the flashes of lightning, which were frequent. After she had 
fired about a dozen shots, one of which cut away the topmast 
backstay, and all passed close to the vessel, a brig, recognised 
as the Lanrick, suddenly appeared, coming from windward, 
passed about forty yards from the Pembroke, and dropped 
anchor close to the barque. Both then fired as rapidly as they 
could load and discharge, but the Pembroke, by that time had 
got steam up and ran out of fire, escaping to sea through 
the Bango Channel, a pass seldom used by foreign vessels, The 
Japanese pilot tried to escape, but was restrained by force. 
During the attack, a great many lights were visible in motion 
on shore, and the noise of manning boats distinctly distin- 
guished. When the Lanrick’passed the Pembroke, a terific yell 
was raised from both vessels, but they fortunately did not fire, 
probably not being ready, If they had the steamer would have 
been destroyed, as she was only 100 or 120 feet, off. The 
Pembroke’s guns were lashed, and no attempt was made to we 
them, every person on board being actively engaged in aiding 
in getting under weigh. . 

The Freuch Concession has been the scene of some desperate 
work, Ewery Passage, or the Bazaar, a street leading off from 
the Bund near the Imperial Hotel, contains some neat dwelling- 
houses, tenanted by the families of various partics connected 
with H.I.M.’s Customs and other respectable establishments.

On the laud speculations in the settlement, the Friewd 
says — 

“ Why, it is a fact blazoned we are told by Mr. Chaloner Alabaster (late 
Interpreter in the British Consulate, and in charge of Land Registry) 
himself, that he goes home worth £4,000 sterling a year, raised purely and 
simply by an increase on the rent of land which has fallen into his hands 
by purchasing out the original n: holders, and letting the houses on the 
land over their heads, to other natives. We do not blame Mr. Alabaster for 
having taken advantage of his position, and managed maiters so judiciously ; 
but we do blame Sir Frederick Bruce, and that most seriously. Directly 
his Excellency discovered Messrs. Lay and Medhurst’s determination to 
initiate official land dealing, it was his duty to have come dewn here and 
see for himself how wi eto let such things goon. And in how 
much better a pos it Frederick have been in to jude of other 
political matters in this quarter, had he left the precincts of Prince Kung’s 
palace and endeavoured to trace effects, by actual observation on the spot, 
rather than trust to the narrow-minded views of those about hii !"

Tn view of the long list of sudden deaths from cholera in the 
immediate neighbourhood of our office (Fricad of Chine) (ten 
within the last three days) we feel somezhing like putting the 
pen down and telling our readers to stop a week or two while 
we have a run to that pleasant spot, Poutoo, or Worshipping 
Island, for a recreation. ‘Iwo decades and a quarter have passed 
since we visited Pootos, but the remembrance of its beauteous 
scenery is as fresh as it was twenty years ago; and if ever 
there was a spot to which Shanghai ric’s nen chou!d devote some 
of their superfluous wealth, that laud has claims, as a sanatarium 
which no other place in the Far East can show, It was only 
after our arrival in Shangliai last year that we heard of the fright- 
ening ravages of cholera in this quarter ;—and only recently 
have we seen it plainly stated in print that no less than 1,890 
Europeans succumbed last year to its baleful effect. It is true, 
we heard that there was an epidemic of some kind raging; 
but, how it was, wo cannot say, no one would tell the whole 
truth about it. Even now, although these half a score of 
deaths in Hongque stare us in the face, we hear the “ hacknied ” 
remark,—“ Ob, no! *t was not cholera Le died of.” Whatever 
the correct term may be, the dinguoses are alike, viz. -—Cramp 
in stomach, vomiting, purging, &c.,—sensible one hour, almost 
cheerful,—the next, a stiffened corpse !

The North China Herald, after remarking that a salubrious 
climate is one of the chief blessings of life, thus proceeds :— 
“OF all the climates on this sublunary sphere that tax the 
energies of man, that of China gencrally has been pronounced 
the most exhausting, and this of Shanghai in purticular one of 
the most uncomfortable and unhealthy, On this important 
subject we refer our readers to an instructive and interesting 
. article by Dr. Henderson of the Chinese hospital, from which 
we give copious extracts in this issue. Ry residents in Shanghai, 
much valuable information will be gleaned from these ‘ notes ;’ 
so as to modify or prevent the discomforts accruing from our 
locality ; while climatologists at a distance will acquire fresh 
data for generalisation. On the general question we would 
submit, with all duo deference, that among the many causes 
enumerated therein, which modify the climate of China, we do 
not sec that of a vitiated atmosphere throughout the length and 
breadth of the land, by reason of its multitudinous population. 
Delabeche avd other eminent authorities on sanitary subjects, 
clearly prove that tke health of old towns was materially affected 
by densely-packed dwellings and mural burial grounds. What 
applies to a town may refer toan empire. Here in China are 
some four hundred million pairs of lungs consuming the oxygen, 
or life-giving principle of the atmosphere ; the rgectamenta of 
so many human beings is spread over the surface of tho land 
and poisoning the air; while the remains of a thousand gene- 
rations occupy at least one-fifth of the habitable ground— 
adding to the malaria, Living, dying, and dead, man in this 
region is unceasingly exhausting tho vitality of the climate, by 
extracting the elements of lifo from air and carth without 
furnishing their equivalents. China may thus be considered 
comparatively as a vast graveyard, where death and life march 
hand in hand over the land promiscuously ; the cottages of the 
husbandman are built ariong the tombs, while the grain that 
forms his ‘ staff of life’ is sown and reaped around the remains 
of his ancestors. Moreover, it may be considered a vast cloaca, 
rendering the air foul by its filthy odours, which aid in generat- 
ing those plagues which scourge the northern hemisphere. 
Doubtless when Chiva was a thinly-peopled country in its pris- 
tine ages, the climate was purer, the earth more odoriferous, 
and the heavens brighter, which may have given rise to the 
celestial ideas of the ancient Chinese, that their ‘great 
flowery land’ was a paradiso upon earth. If so, these days 
have certainly passed away ; for there is no land on ‘the great 
globe itself’ which may more truly be called ‘of the carth 
earthy ’ than this of modern China, If our reasoning be scicn- 
tifically correct, tho climate is in this manner divested largely of 
_ its vitality by the immense population of the country ; so that 
the atiosphere becomes impoverished in supporting the ‘lamp 
” of life,’ while the nourishing atoms are replaced by gascous ex- 
halations of a deaily nature from decayed vegciable and animal 
matter. On the specific question involved, Shanghai and its 
“ suburbs present a striking example to the climatologist. From 
“the nature of the soil on this delta of the Yang-tse, it is impos 
sible to bury three feet below the surface of the ground in 
ordinary"places, without flooding the grave with water. Heuce 
tho poor inhabitants leave the coffins of their dead above 
ground exposed to view, while the tombs of the more wealthy 
are built in little hammocks above ground, The deletcrious 
effect of this modo of interment may bo conceived under a 
scorching summer sun, especially if cholera, dysentery, small- 
pox, or other scourges are decimating thé people, as they did 
Jast summer, Happily, this scason has set in unusually cool 
“and comparatively free from epidemic disease; and there is 
every prospect of it continuing so.”

better than the trouble and ill-feeling that would arisc from the 
use of coercive measures, Sir F, Bruce, at all events, takes 
this view, and is no longer in favour of settlements, preferring 
to allow merchants to build at the ports wherever they can get 
land. Serious consequences may yet arise from such a view of 
the case. We may draw attention toa letter from Swatow, 
which appeara elsewhere, defending H.M.'s Consul from the 
imputation of having acted weakly in the matter of selecting, 
upon the South side of the river, a site for the Consulate, after 
having been insulted by a mandarin from Canton, who was 
deputed to arrange for giving him possession of the North or 
Kealut site. z

HONG KONG. 

The mails jfrom London of 26th May arrived on the 4th 
July. The following are the items of local news :— 

A panic had arisen amongst the Chinese initiated by the 
operations for building the batteries woticod in our last. It 
appears that an American circulated reports that England and 
America “make war pidgin,” aud that Hong Kong would be 
blown to pieces. ‘ 

The Hong Kong Choral Society gave a concert in St. Andrew's 
schoolrooms, in aid of the City Hull Fund ; the attendance was 
good, and the gross proceeds will be handed over for the pur- 
pose referred to, the expensos incurred being defrayed from the 
Choral Society’s own funds, 

The managers of the Union Chapel have arranged to sell 
their prescot building, together with the site on which it stands, 
and have bought the St. Andrew's school property for $10,000. 
As double that sum is being received for the chapel and ground 
pertaining to it,a balance remains iu the hands of the managers, 
which will go some way towards erecting a new building, 
$10,000 more being wanted in order to carry out designs for a 
chapel, which have been recently prepared ; the structure pro- 
pose] isa very pretty church witha gothic spire of the me- 
diaval period. boa 

Mr. J. J. Marshall, of Melbourne, writes to the China 
Mail: — ‘ : 

“ You wi'l be glad to learn that a Bill has just passed our Lower House 
of Assembly, abolishing all special restrictions on Chinese immigration, 
and pulting it on the same footing as Ruropean. There is very litle 
doubt that the, Bill wil shortly pass our Upper House, and itis highly 


probable that te New South Wales Government (Sydney) will follow 
suit ere long. — Yours faitl fully, «J.J. MARSHALL.” 
On the Lay Osborn scheme the China Mail says:— 
“The intelligence from England is satisfactory in so far as the 
of China are concerned,—we mean that there is a prospect of the Chiha 
question being re-heard. The impetuosity with which ‘the Osborn 
fleet’ was gone into, and the note of triumph which the ‘oreiga Customs 
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Service sounded in Blackwood's Magazine at the beginning ofthe present 
‘year, were both of a nature to arrest attention. ‘The permission given to 
Captain Osborn to equip a fleet and enlist men for the service of the 
Chinese Emperor was an exception to the general rule in matters of 
that sort; and though meeting with no Prompt opposition, its excep- 
tional character alone caused it to become the subject of attention 
and inquiry. The article in Blackwood which trumpeted the 
prospective fame of the expedition and the enlightened and wealthy 
auspices under which its operations would be conducted, viz., the Chinese 
Customs, very probably did more harm than good to the Lay-and Osborn 
scheme. " It aroused the suspicion which special pleading usually excites— 
that the matter had better be looked into. It was accordingly examined, 
when it readily enough appeared that Mr. Lay entertained the preposter- 
‘ous idea that the maintenance of good relations between China and the 
‘West were mainly dependent upon himself. Bruce, at Peking, was not 
made much of alony with other Ministerx native and foreign, and all the 
different interests would revolve smoothly round a central pivot, That pivot 
was the Chinese Maritime Customs Service. Mr. Lay then, as now, was the 
first foreign represent: of that service, and he had little difficulty in 
Getting its importance recognised. No man who goes to England with 
£250,000 to buy ships with has much trouble in proving that he is rather 
an influential personage, or that the service which can disburse such sums 
for expenditure on ships in England must be a good and respectable ser- 
vice, to which it is a credit to belong. These notions deceived and 
dazzled quiet people at home, and very little was said or thought about 
Captain Osborn and Mr. Lay; they seemed to be having it all their own 




















way. 

The splendid steamer, the Fokdein, has made the passage 
from Shanghai (Light-ship) to Hong Kong in 62 hours. She 
missed the Lye-moon entrance, owing to coming in during the 
night ; went round the island, and entered the harbour by 
Green Island. 

The 4th July passed off without the usual! profusion of fire- 
works on the part of the Americans, who formerly celebrated 
here in a very demonstrative manner their national indepen- 
‘dence. The occurrence of the day had afforded the local papers 
an occasion for commenting on the American civil war, which 
has injuriously affected the trade of the United States with 
China. oo 

The Government Gazette contains an ordinance for the better 
regulation of the collection of police and lighting rates, and an 
ordinance for passing the sum of $475,000 for the expenditure

MACAO, 


The coolie trade between China ond Peru excited attention. 
It is charged that the new {Consul-General of Peru flying his 
flag at Macoo has done little but bag fees with another consul 
for selling coolie contracts. “There was no other trade 
for them to look after,” says a China contemporary, 
“and the idea of making such appointments, after we know 
that tho victims from the Society Islands were “ unprotected” 
by consular surveillance, simply proves that Peruvian consulates 
in China sre a delusion and a snare on the one hand, and the 
result of nepotism in the.other. We hava been told on good 
authority that the utmout irregularity still prevails with re- 
spect to Peruvian emigration at Macao. After the vessels 
are cleared, numbers of coolies are put on board surrepti- 
tiously outside. The vessels are so badly found, that on one 
occasion the entire number died on the passage except seven, 
who expired within a week after they were landed.” 





aan PHILIPPINES, 
MANILA, 
The following letter is dated 5th July :— 
« People are gradually getting over the panic caused by the great earth- 


qftake on the 3rd of last month, and though, owing to the late heavy rain, 





further portions of the damaged edifices from time to time fall and occa- 
sion alarm, yet many families are seen to return to their patched up 
dwellings in the city. The loss of property is much more considerable 
than at first was estimated. The Government require thirteen millions of 
dollars to make good their losses alone, and those of private individuals in 
the aggregate will amount to about twenty-six millions, making altogether 
nearly forty millions of dollars! It appears incredible that such a tre- 
mendous destruction of property should have been accompanied by the 
loss of comparatively such a small number of lives as is stated, 

« On the afternoon of the 20th one of the ropes with which they were 
pulling down the ruined towers of Saint Domingo gave way, and broke 
the leg of a poor Chinaman. On the night of the same day a furious 
tempest raged in the mountains of Guadaloupe, near Manila. One man 
and a buffalo were killed by the lightning, and another man was rendered 
temporarily senseless. On Sunday, the 14th, a great concourse of the 
faithful were bearing mass in the Church of Malabon, when suddenly some 

jieces of mortar fell with a. great noise. It was immediately believed to 
Ee the etiects of another earthquake, and all rushed to the doors, 
In the crush that followed many were severely injurd, and one 
poor boy was trodden té ‘death. I believe { told you before that 
the duties had been taken off sheet iron and zinc for roofing. This 
measure has now been extended to copper sheathing, but the ‘otter #0 
introduced can be appropriated to no other purpose but roofing. John 
Chinaman appears to have been seriously alarmed at the late convulsion, 
as hundreds of Celestials are soliciting passports to return to the Flowery 
Land. It was stated that the shock of the 3rd June was perceptible at Hong 
Kong; but as your paper says nothing about it, I presume it to be a false 
rey On the ith ultimo, there was a dreadful storm at Larag (Ilocos 
Norte); aman and a buffalo were killed by the lightning. Another 
furious tempest had previously been experienced on the night onthe 10th 
at San Isidoro, in Nueva Ecijah, when an eye-witness says that 
the atmosphere ‘had the appearance of an immense bonfire, crossed 
in all directions by a multitude of exhalations. - The lightning struck 
a small house and killed three men who were inside. D. Salvador 
Gonzales, lieutenant of infantry, has committed suicide at Zamboanga. 
He was suffering from nostalgia. On the 8th ult., a thunderbolt struck a 
house in Santa Anna, pulling up one of the wooden pillars; then passed 
to another house, and entered the room where the family were, to their 
great alarm, but it passed up a partition, and made its exit through the 
roof, part of which it carried away. On the 0th of May, ult., at 
4.80 p.m, an earthquake was felt all over. Mindanao, of such intense vio 
lence as the oldest inhabitant there never before experienced. 
ns have been granted, by the Spanish Government, to the -

The expedition to Nias, which left Padang on the 23rd of 
May returned to that place on the 26th of June, The result 
is, that the fortified post Orabili was taken by assault and 
destroyed, which produced so much dismay in the natives, that 
they made no attempt to defend Loulowau, from which the 
small expedition was repulsed last year, but abandoved it, and 
it was also destroyed. The loss of the Duich consisted of five 
killed aud twenty-one wounded, amongst whom was Lieutenant 
Sonnenberg, wounded in the back of the head. 











MALACCA STRAITS, 
SINGAPORE. 

The introduction of a system [of registration as an index to 
the number and character of a migratory population was 
strongly advocated. 

The Chinese war steamer China, Captain Osborn, from Cape 
of Good Hope, May 27th, arrived July 14th. Tie Straits Times 
says :—“The appearance of this vessel in our harbour may 
not unnaturally give rise to serious reflection on what is likely 
to be the future of our relations with China, and how the pre- 
sent course adopted by our Government may effect it.” 

‘The British steamer Fokeim, Captain Walker, from Glasgow, 
April 2, arrived July 20. ‘Three murders had been committed 
and the perpetrators of them found guilty and sentenced to the 
extreme penalty of the law. A new yacht of about thirty-five 
tons had been launched from the building yard of G. Lyons 
and Co, at Sandy Point. She is intended to enable the Bishop - 
of Sulman to cruise on the coasts of Borneo.: There had been 
an unusual number of deaths amongst the European commu- 
nity, not attributable, however, to any epidemic, A number of 
American ships are offered for sale consequent on the state of 
affairs in America, aud some had been purchased by Chinamen 
at the port. 

H. LM, steamer European, Captain Gisquere, from Saigon, 
having on board the Anamese Ambassadors to the Imperial 
Court of France, arrived on July 8. 

The Siamese steamer Chow Phya arrived from Bankok July 
7. ig 
A Court of Inquiry was being held to investigate the loss of 
the barque Lucy, of Liverpool, at the Audaman Islands on her 
passage from Calcutta to Shanghai. 
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a The much-discussed attack on Tringanu, which recently en- 
gaged attention in the House of Commons, is commented on 
by the Straits Times, which terms it a “ most miserable affair.” 
“It certainly must be a matter of regret,” says the Straits Times, 
“with all that our demonstration should have been so unsuc- 
cesful while it proved fatal to some lives, and detrimental to a 
considerable amount of property. It would be hard to insist, 
however, that success is necessary to justify a public act of this 
sort. If the circumstances are as they have been reported by 
Government, and as they are related above, the attack upon 
Tringanu will be easily and satisfactorily explained ; but if the 
circumstances should turn out materially to differ from what 
we have stated, then we must have been deceived and are not 
prepared to answer for the opinion which the Legislature 
at Home may pronounce. Tho important points for 
our Government to establish, are,—first, that foreign 
aid actually was being afforded by tho Sultan of Linga, 
through Tringanu, to one of the combatants in Pahang; 
second, that, having referred tho matter to Siam, the letters 
intercepted were sufficiently plain to indicate a want of good 
faith and to justify our direct interference ; and, lastly, that 
tho Sultan of Tringanu actually did threaten to oppose our for- 
cible seizure of the ex-Sultan of Linga, when Colonel Macpher- 
gon proposed to do so, and thus assumed the responsibility of 
his detention. Should these be satisfactorily established, as we 
are told they can be, then we cannot sec any ground for censuring 
these proceedings at Tringanu.” 

There is no doubt (says a correspondent of the Straits Times) 
that the return of the ex-Sultan of Linga to Tringanu caused a 
certain alarm in some quarters, though it has never been shown 
why he should assist Wan Ahmet against the person with 
whom he has been living for upwards of three years; but to 
mako the apathetic, sickly, and banished chief into a “ formid- 
able and intriguing foe,” he is accused of supplying Wan Ahmet 
with muskets and powder and men, whilst the Rajah of Trin- 
ganu and the King of Siam come in for no small share of abuse 
for affording their couutenance, the latter especially, having 
sent the ex Sultan in a special steamer to Tringanu under 
HML’s auspices.

COMMERCIAL REPORT. 

CHINA EXPORTS. 
Tea.—Macao.—Tyshans prepared in Kysow style, sales 1,100 half- 
chests Congou, and 1,000 boxes Souchong at 19.5 taels, leaving some 
500 half-chests on the market. The stock of old Teas last reported, 1,500 
half-chests, have been taken for Straits and India at 15 taels, 





CanTon.—Within the last ten days fifteen chops of New Congous 
have arrived—say 4 Oopacks, Chongsowkies, and four Lylings. It now 
appears tolerably certain that the quantity of the first crop Congous on 
the way to Canton this season will be much smaller than expected, and 
will exhibit a sensible falling off in supply. Congous of the second crop 
are looked for in the beginning of August. The quality of the new crop, 
judging from these fiReen chops which have arrived, is satisfactory. Ie 
appearance they are fully as good as last season's, and in thecup they are 
rather better. The demand of the teamen, influenced by the prices at 
which the market opened at Hankow, are several taels higher than the 
rates which were ruling. last season. ‘They report offers of from 34 taels fur 
Lylings up to 43 taels for Oopacks. Freights are lower than they were last 
year, but exchange is much higher, which much more than counteracts 
the advantage. No settlements have yet occurred, but that the market 
will open very high there can hardly be a doubt. Tyshan Congous are 
rather lower. In Canton teas a moderate business has been done. Scented 
Capers are a little easier. Scented Orange Pekoes and Canton Gun- 
powders are unaltered. The transactions of the fortnight are reported as 
under :—Congous, country teas, none. Tyshans 1,000 boxes, good to 
fine at 26 to 30 taels, do. Canton ked 2,000 half-chests common at 
14 to 16 taels. Scented Teas: 9,000 boxes Caper at 20 to 22 taels for 
fair, 18 to 27 taels for middling to good, and 29 to S14 taels for fine to 
finest. 10,000 boxes Orange Pekoe at 23 to 24 taels fair, 25 to 28 taels 
for middling to good, $2 to 87 taels for fine to finest. Oolong: 8,000 
half-chests old, common to middling at 154 to 18 taels (for New York). 
Canton Gunpowder, 6,000 bores at 15 to 17 taels for old common to 
fair, and 22 to 27 taels for new fair to good. Stocks are thus estimated: 
New Congous, 15 chops, as above. Old none. ‘Tyshaans, 3,000 balf- 
chests. Scented Orango Pekoe 15,000 boxes. 

Sancual.—Black : Arrivals during the whole of the fortnight have 
come forward freely both from Hankow and Kiu-kiang, but the demand 
on this market has continued small, and the bulk of teas offered falling to 
realise prices that would cover cost have been re-shipped on owner's ac- 
count, Three chops of Ningchow have been taken at 35 to 38} tls; the 
quality of the tea from this district is unusually fine, and prices are more 
reasonable than for Oopacks and Oonahms. One chop of Hohow has 
been settled at 33 tls, In leaf and liquor these teas are fully equal to last 
year's crop. The remainder of the settlements reported below are made 
up of Oonahms and Oopacks, at prices ranging from 37 to 41} tls. The 
stock of fine tea is now very much reduced, and amongst the recent ar= 
rivals there have been some chops of very common and mixed teas. Prices 
have ruled unevenly, but no decline is quoted; the bulk of the settle- 
ments has been made on better terms than in Hankow, and at present this.

Souchongs and Oolongs have found buyers toa fair extent at rather easier 
rates. Flowery Pekoes are scarce, but are not inquired for. In Scented. 
‘Tea a considerable business has been done at full rates. The settlements. 
of the fortnight are reported as under :—Congou, 25,000 chests and 33,000 
half-chests, siftings to good common at 7 to 17 taels, course and flavory 
kinds 18 to 26 taels, Medium and fine 27 to 36 taels. Souchong, 
9,000 chests and 2,700 half-chests at twenty-six to forty-five 
taels.

The stock on the market is estimated at 22,500 chests Congou, 
13,000 chests Souchong, 25,000 half-chests Oolong, 600 chests Flowery 
Pekoe, and 3,600 boxes Scented Teas, The supplies this season amount 
to 228,000 chests Congous, and 42,000 hf. chests. Oolongs, against 208,000 
chests of the former, and 58,000 half-chests of the latter, same period last 
season, 

‘Amoy.—Congou: The average quality of the crop has appeared 
better as further supplies have arrived, the middling flavory kinds 











being in much larger supply, and more free from spurious 
leaf Shan usual, though the nent parcels do not compare favourably 
with those of last year, Congous are now being prepared in a neigh- 
bouring district, from which before only Oolongs had been brought, and 
the production is likely to be much extended. Immediately after last re- 
port increased competition among buyers, and the eagerness of the latter 
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to secure ‘parcels at once on arrival, advanced prices fully £4 to 26 on 
opening rates. The demand has been comparatively quict during the past 
ten days; but as fresh supplies have come to hand in small quantities, the 
teamen have continued firm, and prices have not yet materially receded.

Novet Scene or Sute Launcmxc.—A novel scene, such as never 
was probally observed on acommercial river before, was witnessed by a 
large concourse of people on the Tyne on the 13th inst. At four o'clock 
Messrs, Palmer Brothers launched ‘from their building yards at Jarrow 
and Howden four large iron steam-ships at the same instant of time. Upon 
the discharge of a cannon, all being ready, they giwed into the river 
simultaneously, and without the least accident occurring, The vessels 
thus launched are the Zafona, a large steamship, to tride between Lon- 
don and Italy; the John M'Jntyre, a screw collier of large tonnage, for 
Messrs. Cory, of London ; the Vo. 1, a steamship, fora Rotterdam firm 5 
and the Europa, for an Italian company, to carry passengers between 
Genoa and Sardinia, Their aggregate tonnage is 4,300; and besides 
these Messrs, Palmer have 16,000 tons of iron shipping on the stocks. 

‘Tne Foutixc or Suies’ Bottoms.—Recent experiments with anew 
method for coating the iron plates of vessels, to preserve them from oxida- 
{tion and fouling, have been found so satisfactory that the Admiralty have 
ordered the whole of the armour plates of the cupola ship Royal Sovereign 
to be thus covered. The material, which has been mtroduced by Messrs. 
H. J. Hall and Co., is termed “ Brown's vitreous sheathing,” and consists 
of a surface of glass fused upon small plates of iron, sufficiently thin to be 
toa certain extent flexible, which are applied to the ship by a new adhe- 
sive process, and which have been ascet ed to be capable of res 
all ordinary contingencies from pressure or abrasion. ‘The Peninsu'ar a 
Oriental Company have tested the invention, anda trial of it has been 
ordered by the French Emperor at Cherbourg.

Holland ; together, 69,000,303 fl, or about nineteen million 
florins more than the receipts, which must be covered out of 
the surplus on the cultures aud sale of produce, showing the

The abovevamed company give notice that from and after 
the 25th of September next they will be prepared to pay the 
dividends of the Bank of Java for the thirty-fifth book year at 
the rate of 62 fl, 33 cents Dutch currency for the dividend of 
62 fl. 50 cents Indian currency on each share of the nominal 
vale of 500 fl. 
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The same company invites tenders for 145,000 kilogr. of 
salt meat, 15,570 kilogr. of fine sifted wheat flour, and 20,160 
litres of pure wine vinegar for the colonial department, to be 
shipped to Java. 

A statistical department is to be immediately organised in 
Netherlands India, according to a plan, the particulars of which 
thave been settled between the Governor-General and the home 
Government, Two experienced civilians are to go out to make 
the needful arrangements for the proper organisation of this 
new branch of the service. The gentlemen are already appointed ; 
they are Mr. W. T. D. Yssel de Schepper, clerk in the Pro- 
visional Government of Gelderland, statistical department, and 
Mr. H. J. Bool, clerk in the home department. 

Shipbuilding for the East India trade appears to be reviving. 
In several of my late letters I have mentioned the launch of 
new vessels, and have to-day to report two more. The first 
is that of the Dutch barque Marie, of 800 tons, built by Mr. 
J. Smit, at Alblasserdam, for the house of Messrs, van Charante 
-and Co., of Rotterdam ; and the other is the barque Vereus, 
of 700 tons, constructed by Visser Brothers, at their building- 
yard in the Zalmhaven, at Rotterdam, for account of the ship- 
-owning firm of Messrs. Mees and Moens, of Rotterdam. The 
former will be commanded by Capt. H. G. Biesthorst, and the 
latter by Capt. H. T. Planten, both favourably known in the 
East India trade. 

Mr. de Bordes has becn appointed chief engincer for the 
construction of the railways in Java, and will, according to the 
present arrangements, leave this country early in November by 
the overland 1oute, so as tobe able to enter on his duties before 
the close of the year. 

Letters from Manila give dreadful accounts of the losses 
occasioned by the late earthquake. As many of the houses 
were destroyed in consequence of their heavy roofing, the 
Government have determined very wisely to facilitate the em- 
ployment of lighter matcrials than the heavy tiles hitherto used 
in the reconstruction of the city. The official Gaceta de Manila 
of the 9th June therefore contains a decree permitting the 
importation of zine plates, galvanised iron and tin plates, roof- 
ing-felt, and zoolithic pasteboard, as {well as all other light 
aaterials for the roofs of houses, by either Spanish or foreign 
vessels, freo of all duty till counter-ordered. This measure is 
to be considered exceptional and provisional, and to last till 
the houses are rebuilt, when due notice will be given at least 
eight months before the date fixed for its discontinuance. 

According to an official report from the Dutch Consul in 
China, dated 12th June, the Imperial Commissioner for Foreign 
Commercial Affairs in the Southern ports of China has issued 
@ regulation concerning the measurement of British and foreign 
vessels, which was much needed. All Dutch bottoms that are 
unable to produce a British measurement will be rated at 1} 
English tons per Dutch register last. It is further enacted that 
in cases of re-shipment of foreign goods from one port of China 
to another, instead of the exemption certificate hitherto granted, 
a drawback will be given, which will be received in payment 
of Customs duties on other goods imported from abroad. At 
Hong Kong two common articles of Dutch origin are very 
scarce, and command high prices, viz. washing blue, $45 per 
picul, and stockfish, $12 per picul. 

A private letter from Padang of the 27th of May states that 
on the 21st of that month the expedition destined for Nias 
had arrived at Siboga, and immediately proceeded. A delay 
had been caused by the boilers of the Government steamer 
Duke of Saxe-Weimar becoming foul off the Bay of Tapanoli, so 
that H.N.M. steam-corvette Reinier Claassens was obliged to 
take in tow first the Adrianna Petronella, troop-ship, aud then 
the broken down steamer. Five days were spent before the 
boiler was reported ready for service. The letter adds that the 
troops were animated with zeal, and longing to chastise the 
piratical enemy. 

The Zecnymph, Capt. J. F. Graadt von Roggen, lately arrived 
at Nieuwe Deep from Batavia, has brought over a Java tiger, 
two bears, a wild cat, three crocodiles, a porcupine, a Java owl, 
and two ourang-outangs, which were all safely landed in excel- 
lent condition, and forwarded to the Zoological Gardens of the 
“ Natura Artis Magistra” in this city. 

On the 23rd of May last a person calling himself Silvester 
Silver arrived at Macassar in a forlorn condition. He stated 
himself to have beon boatswain of the British ‘ship Frankfort 
Old, of Liverpool, Hiram Deze master, with a cargo of coals 
from Cardiff to Shanghai, and that the vessel had struck on a 


rock off Kalatoea, on the island of Bonerete, on the evening of | % 








the 19th February, and immediately filled and went down. 
After knocking about for four days, floating on a piece of wood 
from the wreck, he was picked up by Tripang fishermen, and 
eventually landed at Macassar. Of the fate of his companions 
he is unable to give any account. ‘The Dutch Governor treated 
him kindly, and has taken the needful measures to send him 
to a British colony.

SPAIN. 

Several German banking-houses have offered Spain a loan of 
500,000,C00 reals, at G per cent., to repair the disaster which has taken 
place at Manilla. 

‘The Madrid Gazette has the following :—“ It appears from a report 
signed by Raphael! Echague, and dated Manilla, the 22nd of June, that, 
according to the returns sent in to the Captain-General of the Philippine 
Islands, the number of victims who have Deen taken out from the ruins, 
without counting those which have aot been yet withdrawn, amounts to 
350, and that of the wounded to about 450. Of the public ae 
forty-six have been destroyed and twenty-eight very seriously dami . 
570 private houses have fallen down and 528 are in a very tottering con~ 
dition. Scarcely a house remains that can be securely inhabited, even 
afier they have undergone repair, so great was the violence of the earth- 
wake. ‘The national subscription for the sufferers by this catastrophe 





amounts to 69,080 reals.”

OUR DEMANDS ON JAPAN. 

_ THe news received by the present mail from Japan confirms 
all we stated in our last issue as to the utter usclessness, nay, 
the positive ovil, of pursuing a vacillating policy with the 
highly-polished Japanese barbariaus, What could be expected 
if the Japanese, in the negotiation of our claim for indemnity, 
found anything on the part of our diplomatic representative, 
which they. could interpret iuto credulity and weakness, but that 
they would, to use the language of Colonel Neate, “ fla- 
“grantiy, unequivocably,” and desiguedly break their faith. 
The value the Japanese put on a solemn engagement would 
appear to be the wide range it offers to their cunning propensi- 
ties to evade its requirements. Colonel Neate speaks of 
“innumerable difficulties” interposed in the way of pay- 
ment of the money. Doubtless one of these was poverty, 
although two of the provinces of the 
larger yearly revenue than France. ‘There is so much 
of the Jew in all this, that it would not be wonderful 
if the ten lost tribes should yet turn up in Japan, ‘The 
paticnce and moderation for which Coluncl Nave takes eredit 
inf his letter of June the 20th to Her Masrsty’s Consul at 
Yokohama, are virtues unkuown to the Japanese, and therefore 
unappreciable. No sooner are they virtually compelled to pay, 
than the pleaded impossibilities disappear, and 440,000 Mexican 
dollars fall into our coffers in a continued stream. This is not 
all. What the ‘T'ycoox’s Government “cannot do” we will do 
for ourselves. Before this time a wooden Russian vessel, of 
small tonnage and guns of small calibre, has captured Japanese 
forts, dispersed their defenders, aud asthe result of these suecesses 
been freighted with treasure. ‘The expedition of Admiral Keren to 
the Loo- Choo Islands is one sure to be successful aud sure to pay. 
The stormy seas, strong currents and rocks, so Jong the pro- 
tection of this insular principality against early Portuguese 
expeditions, are of no more account to us than its forts. We 
can turn its revenues to good account in the adoption of mea- 
sures to countervail those restrictions on trade which the 
Japanese Government, in its vindictiveness, would now osten- 
sibly put an end to. We say ostensibly, for this is merely one 
of the cards sought to be played for a temporary purpose at a 
critical time. 

We are not surprised to find, in the deliberations of the 
Japanese Court on the subject of our demand, that the spiritual 
Exreror—the Pope of the Jayanese Emveror’s dominious— 
should have appeared on the scene. We can only view bim 
asa subordinate, though nominally superior to the temporal 
Sovereign, accustomed :as he is to play into the hands of the 
temporal power. Doubtless he, too, was one of the “ difficul- 
“ties ;” for whereas the ‘Tycoon who received the ultimatum at 
Yedo on the 6th of April ordered the Government to pay the 
mouey, the ‘I'vcoon subsequently pleaded that he “had received 
“a communication from his spiritual superior which had made 
“him reflect.”. ‘This “spiritual superior” could know 
no ‘more than the ‘Tycoon; no spiritual clement in 
the Japanese sense was involved in the question ; 
and, even if it was, it is notorious that the reli- 
gious bond in Japan is so slight that there is no 
country where the Jesuits made their converts more rapidly. 
It is not by the spirtual Esrenor and his religious rights, or 
even by exclusive tenets, that the population is held together 
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under one nominal Government. The spiritual rule is, never- 
theless, the curse of the country and inimical to its advance- 
ment ; and, if we ever get a chance, it will be our business to 
| dig at its roots. 

The decree to expel foreigners from the country and close 
the ports has, at the present critical period, a peculiar signifi- 
cance. Secing that the terms of our ultimatum {have not been 
| fully complied with, it is not only an act of hostility but of war 5 
j and for,the losses sustained by the withdrawment ofour merchants 
| and others from those positions which we cannot immediately 


| occupy and defend, as well as from loss by trade—to the con- 


tinuation of which we were as clearly entitled under the treaty 
as to settlements at the open ports—it must be our business to 
i demand, not simple indemnity, but such a sufficient security 
as will prevent the Japanesefrulers, spiritual and temporal, from 
triding with our interests. Our policy must now be demon- 
strative and coercive, unimpeded by that dilatoriness on which 
the Japanese set an almost fabulous value. It is satisfactory 
to know that foreign residents in Yokohama—as seen in the 
Netter of the 21st of Juve of Admiral Kuper to the Consul, 
and which will be found elsewhere in our columns—had 
received ample warning to provide for personal safety. What- 
ever the present sacrifices they may be called upon to make, 
their lives at least will not be endangered. That the absence of 
anything like a militery force should have proved the occasion 
to invite the unsc: upulous Japanese to this aggression is matter 
for deep regret, and throws a heavy responsibility on Her 
Magesty's Ministers. We shall wait with interest for the 
denouement. Y 
Our contemporary the Observer, on the telegram alluded to 
above, says:—“A telegtfam has arrived from Japan via 
Shanghai, of the 4th July, which is not a little mysterious. Or 
the one hand, the Japanese have paid the indemnity demanded, 
on the other, the ‘Mikado bad issued orders to expel the 
foreigners, and to close the ports,’ We presume the explana- 
tion is that the Tycoon and the advanced party have finally 
quarrelled with the Mikado and the Conservatives, and that 
civil war will commence in Japan. The natural course of events 
under those circumstances is that the Mikado should win at 
first, that the ‘l'ycoon should call in the British, and that the 
uliens should fix themselves firmly upon the necks of both? 
‘The mere approach of the men of the West seems to shatter 
these Eastern civilisations as an iron bar shatters fine porcelain 
by merely rolling upon it.” ; 








STFAMERS AND CLIPPERS FOR CHINA. 

We have to notice the lauuch of the screw steamer on the 
Clyde, noticed in a lute number as building by Messrs, A. 
Stephen and Sons, for the direct trade toChina. This vessel 
has been named the Sea King, and is to be commanded by 
Captain Pinel, late of the Tiptree. She is classed Al at Lloyds 
for thirteen years, and registers 1,200 tons, with engines of 
150-horse power. She will load out from London, through 
Messrs. J:obertson and Co., for Shanghai, to the address of 
Messrs. Chapman, King, aud Co., who are part owners, following 
the Bahama, screw steamer, now loading for that port, at 75s. 
per ton of 40 feet. 

Mr. Laing, of Sunderland, has launched a screw of 500 
tons, named the Wokee, for Messrs. George Duncan and Co., 
London, which is to be despatched for China shortly. This is 
the house who despatched the City of Hankow. 

The two paddle-wheel boats, building for the China and 
Japan Company, will be ready for launching in a few months. 
The two steamers building under the care of Captain Blow are 
progressing on the Clyde. 

The large paddlewhcel boat, building by Messrs. Denny and 
Co., on the Clyde, for Messrs, Gibb, Livingston, and Co,, will be 
ready for launchivg in about two monthstime. Her register 
tounage is 1,460 tous, aud her engines of 375-horse power ; 
length, 245 fect; beam, 35 feet ; depth, 22} fect. She is in- 
tended for the coast navigation, and will draw, loaded, 11 feet 
6 inches. 

The paddlewheel building by Messrs. Denny and Co., for 
Messrs. Jardine, Matheson, and Co., will be ready to launch in 
afew months, Her tonuage is about 2,000 tous, and evgines. 
of 450-H.P, 

The iron double screw buildingat Dudgeon’s, onthe Thames, will 
be ready tolaunch early in October, and is, we understand, to be 
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called the Fur East, a most suitable name for her intended 
trade. Her register tonnage is 1,200 tons; length, 225 feet ; 
beam, 35; engines 150-H.P., working up to 600, 
There are several new ideas introduced in her build 
which are looked upon with suspicion by some practical men, 
while highly approved by others. Shipbuilders, owners, and 
captains differ quite as much as doctors. However, if the 
ideas turn out successful, Captain Jones, who is superintending 
her construction, may be justly proud of his ingenuity and 
pluck in making the experiments. The consumption of coal 
will be only eight tons in twenty-four hours, and it is in- 
tended to make the voyage between London to Shanghai with- 
out calling in for coals, She will draw sixteen feet, with a 
cargo of 1,200 tons tea. 

Messrs. Fletcher and Co. are building a paddle in New York 
‘ealled the Moyune, commanded by Captain Briggs. Length, 
260 feet ; beam, 38 feet; depth, 13 fect; horse-power, 300. 

The paddlewheel for Messrs. Geo. Barnet and Co, of 
Shanghai, building at Samudas’ yard ou the Thames, is making 
progress, and will be ready to launch early next spring. She 
will be constructed with large passenger accommodation, and is 
intended for the Yang-tse trade. 

. The now clipper for Messrs. Turner and Co. has been launched 
at Aberdeen, and called the Black Prince. She is 1,000 tons, 
and built with an iron frame and teak wood planking. She is 
commanded by Capt. Inglis, late of the Gauntlet, and will shortly 
load out for Hong Kong. The clipper buiiding at Aberdeen, 
under the superintendence of Captain Killick, of the firm of 
Killick, Martin and Co., ship brokers, London, will be ready to 
Taunch about the end of September, as also the clipper build- 
ing on the Clyde for Messrs. Charles Shaw and Co. ‘The clipper 
for James Findlay, Esq., of Greenock, has been launched, and 
is called the Serica. She is about 700 tons, and is a very 
beautiful model. ‘ 

A fine screw, named the Comorin, was launched on the 15th 
inst., at the yard of Mossrs, Wm. Simons and Co., with all her 
machinery on board. The Coiorin forms one of the fleet of 
the British India (late Burmah) Steam Navigation Company 
trading between Bombay, Calcutta, Rangoon, Singapore, &c. 








Tue P. axp O. Co’s Sreamer “ Baropa.”—The Milwall Iron 
Ship-building Company will Jaunch the P. and O. Company’s 
steamship Baroda on Saturday (to-morrow), at about one Pat. 
The ‘Golconda for the same company, will also be launched, 
about 1 p.m., from the yard of the Thames lron Ship Building 
Company. It is probable that’the e two vessels will be 
despatched for service on the Indian lines. 


COCHIN-CHINA. 

Late French ‘advices from Saigon say that}the departure 
of the Annamite Ambassadors for France had been deferred for 
some weeks, This delay is explained as arising simply from 
the desire of the King to give all possible éclat to the new 
embassy, and to furnish the Ambassador with presents worthy 
the acceptance of the Eareror, the Empress, the Prixce Im- 
TERIAL and other important personages. As soon as tho 
French had given up Wienh-Long to Paan-Tana Grane, its 
former Governor, who again took possession of it in the name 
of the Krxe, his master, that officer departed for Hué in order 
tofmake his arrangements and take his final instructions for 
the voyage. Thus six or seven wecks passed, nothing being 
done hurriedly in the East. At last the newly-appointed 
Ambassador arrived at Saigon direct from Hué, being taken up 
by the steam.corvette cho, which Admiral La Granprere had 
despatched to fetch him. The transport Européen had been 
fitted for the reception of the Ambassadors and their suite, and 
every one, we are told, is well satisfied with the arrangemeuts, 
The Luropéen, which brings also a number of invalids and men 
whose time has expired, is expected at the end of the present 
month.* 

The embassy consists of the following persons :—PHaAN-TaNnG- 
Grane, already named, first Ambassador, a man of sixty-five 
or sixty-six years of age, and one of the highest dignitaries in 
the Aunamite Empire, besides being Governor of Wienh-Long, 
he had been preceptor to the Kiva in his minority, and is said 
to enjoy his entire confidence. He is reported to be one of 
the most learned men in the kingdom, ard an able diplomatist. 
Personally, he is described as small and thin, with scanty white 
moustache and beard, nose straight but somewhat flattened out, 
and generally, as not ‘remarkable for good looks ; but, we are

told, his eyes exhibit great vivacity, his movements and 
smile show great kindliuess and grace, and he seems de- 
lighted with the prospect of visiting Europe. Two Ambas- 
sadors of second rank accompany Pran-Tanc-Giane; one of 
these has been a Minister, and the other was chief clerk in a 
Ministry, and was selected by the first Ambassador on account 
of his erudition. Two captains, who fought against the French, 
and who begged to be permitted to visit Europe in order to 
study the military system in force there, two historiographers, 
two doctors, and three mandarins of inferior rank, complete 
the embassy, which is accompanied by a large number of inter- 
preters, soldiers, and servants, the whole number amounting to 
seventy persons. 

Among the persons attached to the Embassy, the principal 
interpreter, Trovona-Ving-Ky, and whose officials title is 
Tast-Tind-TaY-NAM-T110NG-NGAN-Hoc CHANG, is deserving of @ 
special notice. The Europeans call him Petrus, for he is a 
Christian, and was baptised by that name. He war born of 
poor parents, in the proviuce of Vinh-Luong. His father was 
a soldier, and fell in the expedition agaiust Cantbodia, His 
mother was left with two children to support, but she never- 
theless sent him to the Annamits school, where he learnt to 
read. A French priest subsequently took an interest iu the 
lad, and sent him to Cambodia to learn the Latin language. 
‘The missionaries there, perceiving his great talents, procured 
his admission into the College of Poulo-Pinang, where he studied 
with great success. He obtained the cbief prizes for mathe- 
matics and philosophy, and also composed an able thesis in 
Latin on the Divinity of Jesus Curistr. The Governor of 
Poulo-Pinang was so charmed with this production that he sent 
a copy of it to the University of Oxford, and made its young 
author a present of 150 rupces. On leaving College Petrus re- 
turned to the Bishop of Isaurorotts, and continued his studies 
for two years longer. After mature” reflection, he concluded 
that he had no especial vocation for the priesthood, and re- 
quested to leave the mission. He was at first engaged as 
Government interpreter under the orders of Vice-Admiral 
Ricautr DE Genourtty ; he next became secretary to the Pre- 
fecture of Saigon, then interpreter attached to the Staft of Vice- 
Admiral Bonanp, and was ultimately appointed Director of the 
College of Interpreters, M. Perrus has not yet completed his 
twenty-fifth year. Besides the Annamite, his native tongue, 
he writes and speaks correctly Latin, French, Spanish, English, 
Chinese, Malayaa, Cambodian, and Siamese. He is not only an 
accomplished scholar, but also a.man of the world and well 
acquainted with European usages. The Government was 
happily inspired in making him chief interpreter of the 
embussy, and the future will prove the excellence of the choice. 

The Ambassadors bring with them no less than eightp cases 
filled with presents, consisting of the most beautiful specimens 
of stuffs, composed of silk and gold, arms, lacquer, inlaid 
ware, jewellery, and nic-nacs, Amongst the presents intended 
for the Express, we are told of fans of exquisite beauty, and 
of rings and bracelets sct with jewels of enormous value and 
sexhibiting very rare and curious workmanship ; while for the 
Paice Iurertat there is a palanquin copied from that which 
the Kina uses on gala days, four parasols to match, and a large 
collection of curiosities. ‘lhe country is declared to be as tran- 
quil as could possibly be expected under the circumstances ; 
but order is far from complete. The presence of foreigners has 
disarranged the habits of the natives, and excited their preju- 
dices ; predatory bands roam about the country committing 
serious depredations, and the waters are not yet cleared of 
similar mischief-makers, but the heads of the villages or Tongs 
are said to Le friendly to the French, and to look to them for 
justice and protection. Admiral La Granprere is described 
as occupied with the establishment of public works for the im- 
provement of the condition of the people, and for enriching the 
most miserable parts of the country ; but his efforts have been 
seriously impeded by the excessive heat which has made itself 
felt there, as in Europe, this year. 





THE TELEGRAPH TO INDIA. 

We noticed some mouths since the charter by Government 
of vessels for the conveyance of the sub-marine cable which is 
to be laid in the Persian Gulf to connect Kurrachee with the 
Turkish line to Bagdad. London is already in communication 





with Bagdad, and there our Indian land lines will commence ; 
one running due south, through a wild Arab country, for about, 
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300 miles, to the head of the Gulf; a sccond proceeding ! 
through Ispahan and Shiraz to Bushire, each joining the sub- 

marine cable in the Persian Gulf. From Bushire the wires will 

catch at Cape Mussendom, in Arabia, and thence at Gwadel, a 

bold headland on the Beloochistan coast. From Gwadel to 

Kurrachee, in Scinde, a telegraph is already made. Of course, 

from Kurrachee the whvle empire can be reached in a few 

minutes, and the extension 0” the line from Rangoon to Singa- 

pore will be taken in hand ext year, 

The first of these s, the Marian Moore, was despatched 
on the 15th inst. This vessel conveys 175 miles of cable, the 
whole length being 1,250 miles. The Assaye, lately purchased 
from the East Indian Government by E. M. de Bussche, Esq., 
of Shanghai, is now taking in cable at the wharf of the manu- 
facturer, Mr. Henley, at Woolwich, as also the Kirkham. These 
yessels will be shortly despatched, and are be followed by the 
Treed, late Punjaub, owned by John Willis, Esq. (which was 
also purchased out of the Indian navy), the Cospatrick, and the 
steamer Charevle, which is intended to tow these vessels at a 
steady pace while laying the cable, and remain in the gulf to 
repair any damages. She will be commanded hy Lieut. Stiff, of 
the late Indian navy It is expected that they will all 
reach their destination by the end of the year, and with fair 
success the immersion will be completed in February. 

During the whole time the cable is at Mr. Henley’s the cur- 
rent is kept always through it, so that the slightest possible 
defect in the wire can be detected. In addition to this the 
very able electrical staff test every portion regularly twice a 
day for insulation and resistance of conductor. When every- 
thing has been done which the most jealous care and the most 
fastidious scientific skill can suggest, it is passed out on the 
river side of Mr, Henley’s factory and coiled away in tanks 
filled with water; and even here perpetually watched and 
tested. There are upwards of 900 uautical miles of it thus 
manufactured lying at Mr. Henley’s works—huge coils of thick 
black-looking rope, nearly ]} in, in diameter, weighing nearly 
four tons to the mile, and 2} tons in water, and costing as 
nearly as possible £200 per mile—the cheapest, strongest, and, 
electrically speaking, the most perfect cable that has ever yet 
been made. 350 miles more of thé same kind have yct to be 
mauufactured, making 1,250. t 

The Indian Board Lave placed the general superintendence 
and control of the line under Lieuterant-Colonel Patrick Stewart, 
RE,, an officer as well known for his gallantry during the Indian 
mutiny as for the great services he rendered the Government 
by the construction and maintenance of the telegraph lines 
through the wildest districts of Central and East India. For 
the immediate electrical and enginecring superintendence of the 
line, and of submerging it, the Indian Government have selected 
Sir Charles Bright and Mr. Latimer Clarke. Whatever may be 
its ultimate fate, it is quite certain that there never yet has 
been a cable manufactured with such care, or one which, in 
point of “conductivity ” and insulation, comes so nearly up to 
the standard of absolute electrical perfection. The design and 
construction of the cable differ very materially f.om any line 
hitherto laid. Every operation in submarine telegraphy—even 
the great Atlantic line, bas contributed its quota of valuable ex- 
perience ; for, though successfully laid by Sir Charles Bright 
and his assistant engincers, in spite of its imperfect construction, 
it was destroyed by the injuicious electrical treatment it re- 
ceived after snbmersion. ‘This fact is now so well established 
that the cause of the failure of the Atlantic cable may be con- 
sidered as set at rest for ever. The insulation of that line was 
not very perfect, as may be imagined from the infancy of the 
science at that time, but yet the electrical power used was such 
as would infaliibly break down even the most perfect cables 
manufactured at the present day. Of this our readers may 
jndge when it is stated that the large induction coils first used 
in si g between England and America were probably equal 
al power to 2.000 battery cells, while now it is 
found inexpedient to use more than two or three cells in work- 
ing the longest submarine lines in existence. . Some of this 
great power was no donbdt used in the vain hope of forcing sig- 
nals through the line at a greater specd than the very slow 
and unremunerative rate at which it has alone been found pos- 
sible to communicate through an unbroken length of 3,000 
miles. The result was disastrous, but the experience, though 
denrly bought, has proved of great value. It has taught clec- 
tricians the value of moderating the power used in working | 
lines, and above all has poitsted out the imperntive necessity of | 
having no single section of a submarine line of more than 600 
milzs in length. To lay long submarine cables in a continuous 
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length without intermediate stations has been found to answer 
no other purpose than that of greatly diminishing the speed of. 
working and multiplying every imaginable risk, both of manu- 
facture and submersion. The Indian Government, acting 
under the counsel of their scientific advisers, have determined. 
to divide the Persian Gulf cable into three sections, though its 
total length will not exceed 1,500 statute miles,

a Manual for general use based upon Official Documents 
furnished under the authority of Her Majesty's Secretary of 
State for India, by Montgomery Martin, Esq. After a suc- 
cinet sketch of successive invasions of India, and portraying 
the great Indian dynasties, this work admirably details the 
progress, in peace and strife, of the East India Company, ac- 
companied by a graphic account of the successive adminis- 
trations, and of the leading incidents connected with the great 
mutiny. It is, however, the large amount of practical and re- 
liable information, on population, production, resources, trade, 
on the industrial enterprises that are being carried out and 
their prospective results, that will give this work its chief 
value, and place it in the counting-house of the merchant as 
well as in the library of the soldier and the scholar. ‘To those 
who desire to study the real innate sentiments of the people of 
India at this critical period, the means are here provided, whilst 
entertaining instruction is afforded as to customs and religious 
institutions, The direction in which capital may be advan- 
tageously extended, and the means by which existing traffic is 
to be increased or its routes diverted, is made apparent. A 
very clear financial statement is given of government ex- 
penditure and the public debt and of the force aud relative 
positions of European aud native troops.—Fumous Stories 
of the British Navy, by W. H. Davesrort Apaus, Esq., 
is published by James Hogg and Sons.

ober, 1792, of humble parents — for his father 
was a cabinet-maker in G he entered the army in 1808, and 
became a lieutenant in the following year, How great must have been 
the perseverance, the courage, aud the discretion of such a friendless and 
penniless boy to have raised himself to a peerage and to the Coloneley of 
the Coldstream Guards can be known only to those who unJerstand the 
aristocratic traditions of the British army. “It is needless here to recount 
in detail his numerous services. But it_may be interesting to recal_the 
account which Lord Clyde once gave a Committee of the House of Com- 
mons of his own life when he appeared to give evidence against the pur- 
chase system. “1 am now,” he said, “in my Gard y entered the 
army at 15. 1 was present at the battles of Vimiera and Corunna, and in 
the expedition to Walcheren; and I came home before I was 16. 1 
served in America in 1814 and 1815. I passed seven years in the West 
Indies, where 1 was constantly ill of fever, but I ed there seven 
years, thinking it would be considered a merit by sticking to my regi- 
ment. In the West Indies I was brigade major part of the time, but 
sharing in the duties of captain of my regiment. I was afterwards 
upwards of thirteen years in China and India, and the greater part of the time 
in command of considerable bodies of troops in the field. 1 was borne on 
the rolls of my regiment, the 9th, from 1835 to 1853. I was in actual 
command of the regiment for nearly ten years, and present with it; but it 
was only after 25 years that 1 obtained my lieutenant.coloneley, even by 
purchase, and the money for that purpose was only obtained with the 
atest difficult Whilst still on the rolls of my regiment I served asa 
rigadier in China, and subsequently as Brigadier commanding in the 
garrison of Lahore, before the overthrow of the Sikh Government. Sub- 
sequently I commanded a division in the Panjaub campaign, and after- 
wards a field force on the Peshawur frontier, wher 
engaged in war with the tribes inhabiting the mount 
between the valley of the Indus and the open country of Affighanistaa.” 
Such were the services of Colin Campbell before the Crimean war, and 
yet in that war—having been some five-and-forty years in the British army 
he was appointed only a brigadier, being still a colonel, and bad the 
honour of serving under those who bad but half his years and no service to 
recommend them. Though he had contributed much to the victory of the 
Alma—though he had watched day and night the lines of Balaklava — 
though he had met the onset of the Russian horse with the famous “ thin 
red line,” disdainmg to throw his men into square—though he had proved 
himself the ablest officer who was left with the British army after the death 
of Lord Raglan, he was destined to be passed over by two men, who, how- 
e.er excellent as men of business, or as copious letter writers, were im! 
surably his inferiors. Fortunately Sebastopol was taken, and the Bi 
army returned to England ; and it was not long before the services of Sir 
Colin Campbell were urgently required. 

In 1857 the great Indian mutiny broke out, and the Peninsula was in a 
conflagration. ‘The system of appointing worn-out officers and men about 
town who had once been ensigns to command the great armies in India 
had broken down. A man was required to save India, and within twenty- 
four hours after receiving his appointment Sir Colin Campbell was on his 
way to the East; nor did he go alone. He took with him as his chief of 
the staff that able and accomplished officer Sir William Mansfield, to ma- 
ture his plans and to issue the orders by which those plans were to be exe- 
cuted. ‘These events are too recent to need recipitulation, Suffice it to 
say that his plan of operations was completely successful, and he left the 
rebels subdued and India pacified. Honours were showered upon him. 
On the 18th of August, 1853, the Scotch cabinet-maker's son was made 
Lord Clyde; in 1859 he received the thanks of both Houses of Parlia- 
ment, with a pension of £2,000; in 1860 he was made colonel of the 
Coldstream Guards ; and in 1861 he was nominated a Knizht of the Star of 
India, But it was too late; a life of labour and anxiety had exhausted 
his strength. The death of Sir James Outram and of Lord Herbert of 
Lea grievously affected him, and it was evident to those who saw him that 
his strength was waning. In the spring of the present year he was seized 
with an alarming a:tack, from which he never completely recovered. 







































































Some weeks ago he suffered a relapse whilst at Chatham, and after a lin- 
gering struggle, he has at length succumbed. 

‘Asa military officer it cannot be said that Lord Clyde wasa great stra- 
tegist. ‘The operations which he undertook were not such as entitle hira 
to be placed in the same category with Napoleon or Wellington. It mz 
even be doubted whether his military genius would bear comparison wit 
the best officers now engaged in America. But he was thoroughly effi 
cient in every situation in which he was tried. Others might be more © 
daring and ingenious in devising combinations and in planning a cam- 

ign. But in the face of the enemy Lord Clyde was in his element. 

is coolness, prudence, and fertility of resource seemed to be quickened 
by the presence of the enemy. That roughness of deportment which cha- 
racterised him on ordinary occasions disappeared with the sound of the first 
gun; his irritable temperament was soothed, and he became abnormally 
polite, Amidst the smoke and din of battle his senses acquired a super- 
natural acutenesr—he could interpret the changing signs of the battle and 
anticipate the movements of the enemy with a faultless precision which 
was almost miraculous, ‘This strong and cool judgment exercised in the 
most trying circumsiances amounted almost to genius. Such was Colin, 
Lord Clyde. He is gone; but his name will rank with the great soldiers 
who fought under Marlborough and Wellington All that now remains is 
to lay his shattered body side by side with those who repose beneath the ~ 
shadow of Westminster Abbey or St. Paul's,

It was intended to bury Lord Clyde in Kensal-green, but this was very 

properly overruled. The funcral took place on Saturday, the 22nd inst., 
from the house in Berkeley-squarc which Lord Clyde had occupied for a 
short time before his death. His body had been carried there some days 
before from Government-house at Chatham, and General Eyre had charged. 
himself with the execution of the last sad duties to his beloved friend. 
The coffin lay in the room which would, had he lived, have been the scene 
of many a gathering of + war-worn” soldiers and of the few old world kith 
and kin of war time had left. 
*B Down Piccadilly, St. James's-street, Pall-mall, past Whitehall, down Par- 
liament-strect, to the entrance to the Cloisters, the streets were so thronged 
that the police perfo:ce arrested the stream of public and private vehicles 
till the procession passed. Many shops half closed doors and shutters in 
sign of mourning, and the blinds were drawn at the Athensum, of which 
Lord Clyde was a member—not at the United Service, of which he was 
a member also —at the Horse Guards, and at the various mansions along 
the route. The sentries posted at the public offices of their own accord 
came to “attention.” Groups of soldiers formed at the prominent places ; 
old pensioners, with many clasps, and the brown young soldier, proud of 
the red and white Indian rivband. In the procession nothing was more 
marked than the decorous conduct of the people ; but the Queen herself 
from afar had shown she was present in opt with her subjects, for con- 
spicuous amid the marks of respect was that which was evidenced by the 
appearance of her Majesty’s carriage in deep mourning. The carriages of 
the Prince of Wales, of the Duke of Cambridge, (both absent from London), 
of the Duchess of Cambridge, ofthe Duke of Wellington, and of some of 
the nobility, were also sent as marks of respect, but the period of the year 
which brought about the absence of the ministers and of the members of 
both Houses prevented a vast number of the most distinguished persons in 
the land paying the last tribute to the memory of the late Field Marshal.

Among these there was, we believe, only one relative, the Rev. Mr. 
Inglis, but there were many old friends and comrades—the venerable sol-

colonel. And what tender young eyes, and eyes for once renewing the 
freshness of the young heart, let fall their tears as the coffin was borne 
within the sacred walls and the dark veil which shrouded all that was left 
ofa friend from their gaze passed in all its gloom before them towards the 
yawning grave which gaped in the midst of all that mournful life. The 
sobs of women broke through the strains of the music, How many must 
have loved him! At the entrance to the Abbey Lord Ellenborough, 
Major-general Beresfurd, and other geatlemen joined the proces~ 
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sion from the Jerusalem Chamber, and the pall-bearers, who were 
nominated only a few moments before the hearse moved from the house, 
took their places as follows:—The Duke of Wellington, Major-General 
Eyre, Earl de Grey and Ripon, General Forster, Sir Richard Airey, Lord 
Longford, Lord G. Paulet, and Sir Rickard Hamilton. The mourners

Lord Clyde, died 14th of August, 1863, ased 70 years.” Need we speak 
of the tears which flowed afresh over the grave of one of the best and 
sternest of England's soldiers, who was also the kindest and best of friends. 




















THE PEACE SOCIETY AND OUR RELATIONS WITH 
JAPAN. 


The following memorial has been transmitted by the Peace 
Society to Earl Russell, in reference to our relations with Japan, 
‘We may, however, console our readers with the assurance that 
this remonstrance will not have any weight fin the Councils of 
Government. 

“My Lord,—We ask permission, as the committee of the Peace 
Society, respectfully to express to your lordship the deep regret and 
apprehension with which we have Tearnt the present menacing state of 
relations existing between this country and the kingdom of Japan. We 
cannot but regard it sa most painful aud deplorable fact, that the first 
appearance of our countrymen among remote and heatlen nations, 
instead of being the harbinger of peace and a higher civilisation, is so 
frequently the prelude to a course of aggression, violence, and blood. 
{t seems clear, on the testimony of those most conversant with 
the fact, that the treaty of intercourse and commerce on which 
we ground our right of intervention in Japan, was, in the first 
instance obtained from the authorities of that country under the coercion 
of fear, in opposition to the traditional policy of the Govern- 
ment and the strong prejudices of the people. — It is too evident, 
also, that we have failed in observing honourably on our part the stipula- 
tions of that treaty. From the first, our countrymen who, for purposes 
of commerce, entered into Japan in the wake of our diplomatisis, have 
availed themselves of the advantages they thus acquired in a spirit which 
could not fail to prove both offensive and injurious to the Government and 

ple, thereby confirming the prejudices against foreigners already exist- 
Ing, and most seriously aggravating the difficulties of the Japanese autho- 
rities in their attempts to enforce on their own countrymen a fair observance 
of the conditions of the treaty. It is obvious, moreover, hat our 
official representatives in that country are quite powerless to restrain 
the irregularities of such lawles and unscrupulous characters as 
unhappily too often pioneer and represent British commerce 
and civilisation in the Eastern seas. If the facts be as obove 
stated, it can hardly béa matter of surprise that an intercourse thrust upon 
the Japanese against their will, and commenced under such circumstances 
as we have desciibed, should have led to an early and serious collision. 
Nor can we hope that a persistent attempt to force our acquaintance upon 
them at the mouth of the cannon can'‘conduce to their advantage or to 
our honour as a professedly Christian and civilised nation, On the 
contrary, all the facts and appearances of the case, as well as our former 
experience in the East, but too clearly indicate that any further progress 
in the path of coercion cannot fail to lead to grave and dangerous com- 
plications, ending in all probability in a succession of ignoble and costly 
wars, and the introduction of an era of revolution and anarchy among 
a people who, previous to our intrusion among them, had enjoyed, 
according to the testimony of competent witnesses, a large measure 
of internal order, peace, and prosperity, We earnestly hope, therefore, 
that your lordship will send such instructions to our representatives in that 
country ag shall save England and Japan from the calamity of such a 
if intercourse between us and them cannot be conducted in a 
friendly spirit we venture respectfully to submit whether it would not be 
better for us to withdraw altogether from their country. is not likely 
that commerce can be successfully prosecuted with a stant and angry 
People; and even if it could it would be more honourable for a Christian 
nation to make tome sacrifice of commercial advantage rather than in- 
augurate among another people what may prove to bea long course of

strong prejudices of the people.’ But that isthe fault of the Japanese 

id not of the English. If a nation, or an individual, exists in total 
disregard of the first rights of his fellow-men, and cannot be brought 
to act justly by reason, he must be brought to reason by force. Hu- 
man society exists by the mutual observance of mutual obligations. 
In the same way a nation like the Chinese or Japanese have no right to 
shut themselves up from the intercourse of human kind and live in selfish 
exclusion. It is an act of gross barbarism and inhumanity, and the other 
members of ,the human family have a right, and even a duty, to enforce 
mutual intercourse. No doubt, letting in the light will produce at first all 
sorts of confusion, A rotten body breaks up at once when exposed to the 
influences of the sun and atmosphere. But that is the consequence 
of its rottenness, and not of any defect in the light and air. It is 














the business of these elements to light up dark places, to draw out the 
foul corruptions which fester in close corners of the earth. They 
cannot help it. Do as we will, our commerce, our civilization, 
and our religion will find their way into countries like Japan and China; 
and, where they go, we must defend them. Something of this sort could 
hardly be denied by the most bigoted adherent of the Peace Society. They 
at least, we presume, would not wish that our merchants and missionaries 
should immediately desist from all endeavours to introduce our commerce 
or our civilisation into barbarous countries, and they cannot seriously main- 
tain that our Government should refuse to demand for them the ordinary 
rights of humanity wherever they go. But if so much is admitted this me- 
morial can on!y mean that we ought to recoil at the first rebuff, to with- 
draw at the least symptom of serious opposition, and to give up our rights 
whenever it seems likely that we hall have any difficulty in maintaining 
them. We are quite certain such advice will never have any influence 
with Englishmen. Having, after good advice, and with reasonable cause, 
determined to maintain the right of intercourse with Japan, we shall cer- 
tainly carry out our resolution.

SEA WAGES.—THE “ LEICHARDT.” 

Captain Thomas Clark, master of the Zeichardt, appeared be- 
fore Mr. Woolrych, at the Thames Police Court, to a summons 
taken ont by John rsedge, who claimed a balance of £35. 2s. 7d. 
for services as chief mate on a vovage from Liverponl to Japan, 
China, and back to London.—Mr. Young appeared for the com- 
plainant, Mr. Stoddart for the defendant.—The complainant was mate 
of the vessel, and it was alleged that, through his negligence, the owners 
had been put to an expense of £9. 10s., which it was sought to deduct 
from his wages. [It appeared that a cargo of planks and timber had been 
pat on board the Leichardt at Yokuhama. Japan, and the complainant 
signed a receipt for 1,980 planks, three in dispute, in reality 1,077, whereas, 
he had only received 1.500. On the mate's receipt the captain gave a 
bill of lading for 1,977 planks. The goods were consigned to Schmidt . 
and Co., at Shanghai, and only 1,509 planks were delivered, There was 
an expense of 42 taels incurred at Shanghai for “ boatage and coolies,’* 
in attending the shio in expeetation that the 477 planks deficient would 
be delivered. They were not in the vessel, and the papers produced only 
showed that 1,500 had been received. The consignces submitted to a 
loss of 12 taels, and 30 tacls, equal to £9. 10s. English, was charged to 
the complainant. It was admitted that the mate signed receipts for 1,977 
planks before all the cargo came on board at Yokuh:ma, and that he did 
80 to expedite the sailing of the ship.— Mir, Stoddart said the complainant 
signed for 1,980, three in dispute respecting that number would be put on 
board, and he ought to pay for his want of caution and foresight. Mates 
of ships ought not to sign receipts for what they had not received. The 
complainant took it for granted 1,980 planks would come on board, and 
before he received them signed the receipts. He then put in the following 
documents :—* Commander of ship Leichardt.— Please deliver to bearer 
1,500 planks, 430 timber. Shanghai, January 30th, 1863.” ‘ Charles 
Lemaire.—Please deliver to Holliday, Wise, a pro Henry Girdle- , 
stone."—Mr. Woolrych: ‘That is an order to deliver the goods to the con- * 
signees at Shanghai, Ir. Stoddart: Yes, sir. The next document 
read as follow Received, ship Leichardt, Yokuhama, 159 planks, 
of these 45 split; 984 small planks; 439, 3 split right up, 12 sp'it S 
feet and more, 25 split 2 feet; 150, 2 much split, 10 split 8 feet, 5 
split 2 feet; 204, 8 split three feet, 12 split 2 feet, 3 in dispute ; 1,977. 
—Jobn Liversedge, chief officer."—The complainant said he had to tally 
in cargo and superintend the loading in the hold as well.—Mr, Young 
argued that the complainant had not been guilty of any neglect ot care- 
lessness.—Mr. Woolrych saidthe complainant ought to have ascertained 
the quantity of planks and timber on board previous to his signing, and , 
not have achnowledged the receipt of 1,977 pieces of timber and planks, 
when there were only 1,500 on board. He must decide in favour of 
the defendant. The complainant was to blame in acting so rashly as 
he had done, and must pay thesum charged. The balance claimed must 
be paid, minus £9. 103., and without costs,

The Odin, 16 gun padudlle frigate, Commodcre Lord John Hay, C.B., 
arrived at Spithead on the 2lst inst. from India and the Cape of Good 
Hope, and last trom Teneriffe. She brought home a number of invalids 
and supernumeraries from India and the Cape, who were transferred to the 
Victory flagship by the Pigmy steam tender. The Odin was commissioned 
at Portsmouth by Lord John Hay on the 20th of September, 1839, and 
has been on the China station. ; 

Her Miyesty’s screw steam-corvette Clio, 22 guns, 1,472 tons, 400-horse 
power, Capt. Thomas Miller, arrived at Sheerness from the Pacific on the 
17th inst., and was inspected by Vice- Admiral Sir George It. Lambert, 
K.C.B., Commander-in- Chief at Sheerness, and staff. She will be paid 
out of commission in a few days. The Clio was fitted out at Sheerness 
in July, 1859, by Capt. Miller, and since that time has been employed on 
the Pacific on, most of the officers wo went out with her still remain~ 
ing in the ship. _ 

‘The Lords of the Admiralty have accepted the resignation of Mr. Oliver 
W. Lang, the master shipbuilder at this dockyard, but have requested him 
to continue at his post until the completion and launch of the iron frigate 
Achilies, 1,250-horee power, which will be undocked in about two months 
from the present time. It is stated that the reason for this sudden step on 
the part of Mr. Lang is his dissatisfaction at being superseded by the ap- 
pointment of Mr. J, W. Reed as chief constructor of the navy. Mr. Lang 
has been in the service a considerable number of years, during which he has 
superintended the construction of several of the finest ships in the navy. 

‘The Act pasted at the close of the late Session for the appointment of 
navy prize agents will take effect on the Ist of October next. Each of 
Her Majesty's ships and vessels of war is at all times, after the commence- 
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ment of the Act, to have an agent, who is to have a place of business 
within five miles of the London General Post office, and is to represent 
the ship, officers, and crew. Such agent is to be nominated by the cap- 
tain, but no person holding office under the Crown to be appointed to act 
aa agent. The appointment isto be registered in the Court of Admiralty, 
and the agent is empowered to take all proceedings on the part of the 
ship and the crew. The agent is to be paid on a prize bounty 24 per 
cent. When the distribution of prize money is delayed. the same is to be 
iavested in the funds... The new Act is not to exiend to seizures made 
by officers of the Customs. ? 2 ‘ 
=Captain Tatham, of Her Majesty's ship Phaeton, is on his way to 
England, and is to be succeeded in command of this fine frigate by 
Captain George Le Geyt Bowyear, lately of Her Majesty's ship Sans 
Poreil. 

The pension for distinguished or meritorious service, vacant by the ap- 
pointment of Lord William Paulet to the colonelcy of the 87th Fusiliers, 
will be bestowed on Colonel Thomas Williams, C.B., of the 4th Regi- 
ment. Colonel Williams has been just forty-one years on full pay, a great 
portion of which was on colonial service, and he commanded the 4th Regi- 
ment in the Crimea. - :

The directors of the Agra and United Service Bank (Limited) 
have declared the usual interim dividend of £2.

The declared minimum 
Price was, as before, viz., Is. 114d. per rupee on Calcutta, and 
1s. 11}4. on Bombay and Madras, The applications within 
the limits amounted to 254 lacs. Tenders on Calcutta abore 
the minimum will receive in full; to those at the minimum 
there will be no allotment; on Bombay at minimum, about 
16 per cent. and on Madras about 80 per ceut. will be 
allotted. 

‘The half-yearly report of the Southampton Dock Company, 
presented ut the meeting of the 26th inst., shows an available 
total of 9,373, out of which it is recommended that a dividend 
be declared of 2 per cent. for the half year, amounting to £7,207, 
leaving £2,166 to be carried forward, 

“The French Government shows a great desire to extend com- 
merce in the East, having caused a circular to be issued to the 
different Chambers of Commerce pointing out the ficld that 
exists in China for increased trading operations, 

It appears that the statutes of the proposed Societe Generale, 
which is to embrace most of the leading financial interes's in 
France not connected with the Crédit Mobilier, have been 
finally approved by the Council of State, and that tho formal 
ratification will take place when the Council meet in October, 
after the vacation, The Societe Generale is to be in alliance 
with the General Credit, Company of London, with o capital 
of £5,000,000, in 250,000 shares of £20, of which £8 per 
share, or £2,000,000, is to be paid up at once ; and applications 
are said to have been already reccived for 800,000 shares, 
although no prospectus has been published. 

A return has beeu published of all alterations made by 
foreign Governments in their tariffs during the past year. From 
this it appears that Russia has made a reduction in her rates 
upon agricultural implements and certain cotton manufactures ; 
Sweden has made a reduction in the duty on brandies ; Ham- 
burg has removed the duties on slates and cement; Holland 
has made extensive changes in her cntire system, nearly the 
whole of which consist of important reductions. Some classes 
of iron goods and of textile manufactures, including woollen 
and hosiery, constitute exceptions, the rates ou these having 
been augmented, Belgium also has lowered many of her rates, 
but raised them on various articles of clothing and woollen manu- 
factures. France has advanced her rates on sugars, and re- 
moved those on raw silk, bones, and parchment, and lowered 
those ot some kinds of fish, various chemicals, and other minor 
articles. . Portugal has made reductions of some kinds of glass, 
earthenware, arms, paper, eandles, and cottons. Greece has 
made a reduction of 25 per cent. on a numerous list of articles. 
Turkey has made a large reduction in her export duties, but 
the new rate of 8 per cent. ad valorem on imports is in general 
an increase on tho previous rates. The United States figure 
on the retrograde side, an enormous augmentation of duty 
being shown on almost every article of importance. Venezuela 
has removed her import duty on machinery for the cultivation 
of cotton, and reduced her expert duty on cotton. New 
Granada has made several changes, mostly reductions.

MANCHESTER MARKETS, 

The agarezate business in both yar and cloth has been very large. 
The caution and timidity of merchants for upwards of twelve months, 
under conditions of trade quite new to them, seems to have allowed stocks 
gradualiy to dwindle down in all parts of the world till a reaction is at lat 
forced upon the market. In India, Egyst, Turkey, Brazil, and other cot- 
ton-growinz countries, the war in America has stimulated cultivators to 
extra exertion, not only by extra demand, but by an advance in prices 
nearly three-fold. It is but natural that when millions sterling are going 
out to purchase cotton, in excess of what has been spent before, a con= 
siderable portion of it should come back. The largest supply of cotton 
at present is from India, and the consequence is that Iudia just now is the 
best foreign market for Manchester goods. A large portion of the busi- 
ness now doing is fur India; but this week there is an increase for all 
countries, and especially to all cotton-producing countries, A good har- 
vest and good trade (cotton manufacturing excepted) is also producing @ 
fair home demand. The result is that yarns have advanced $d. per Ib. 
during the week (in some cases 1d. per Ib. ), and India 40-inch shirtings 
Bd., and wider goods Gd. per piece. Other goods have also advanced in 
nearly the same proportions. Kor the time there is an insufficiency of goods 
to su; ply the demand, which will lead to the starting of mills now idle.
